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UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) — His 
Majesty King Hussein Friday called on the 
United Nations to halt the Israeli nuclear 
build-up that threatened the Middle East and 
the world. 


In a message to a special 
General Assembly session ou 
Disarmament, read by Jordan’s 
permanent delegate to the 
U.N. Abdullah Saiah, the King 
said a lack of “effective interna- 
tional determination" was behind 
the continued Arab- Israeli con- 
flicts. 

“The situation has become 
more dangerous since (Israel) in- 
troduced nuclear weapons to the 
Middle East region,** Hussein 
said. 

“It has been building up its 
nuclear capabilities since the 
1950s and is still continuing to 
develop and expand them to the 
extent that it how represents a 
terrible ' threat not only to the 
Middle East region but to the 


world as a whole.’* 

“Jordan looks to the United 
Nations as the appropriate forum 
through which effective measures 
must be taken to ensure tbat the 
Middle East region is kept free of 
nuclear weapons in such a way 
that Israel’s military nuclear 
programme is halted and its nuc- 
lear weapons eliminated,** the 
King said. 

Citing the superpower in- 
termediate-range missile treaty 
and the Afghan accords reached 
in Geneva in April, the King said 
more work remained to be done. 

“In order for the world to feel a 
real sense of reassurance, more 
progress must be made with re- 
gard to disarmament and to the 
settlement of disputes — particu- 


larly regional disputes — by 
peaceful means,” the King. said. 

The King said that the Middle 
East region was suffering from a' 
number of conflicts, the most 
■ dangerous of which is the Arab- 
lsraeli conflict which has led to 
the current slate of tension and 
instability caused by 40 years of 
Israeli occupation of the Arab 
territories and by Israel's denial 
of the Palestinian people's legiti- 
mate rights. 

In the absence of effective in- 
ternational determination, the 
King said, Israel has been able to 
maintain its occupation of the 
Arab land, disregarding interna- 
tional legitimacy.

Reagan says Moscow summit 
heralded ‘new era of history’ 


LONDON (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan said Friday 
his summits with Mikhail Gor- 
bachev bad begun “to take down 
the barriers” of the cold war, but 
vowed America would remain 
waxy and strong as it seeks lasting 
changes in Soviet policies. 

Reagan, delivering an over- 
view of his first visit to the Krem- 
lin, said he had discovered Gor- 
bachev to be “a serious man 
seeking serious reform” and that 
the superpowers may be entering 
“a new era of history.” 

Though Gorbachev had ex- 
pressed disappointment that an 
opportunity had been lost during 
this week's summit, Reagan said 
.“tangible ■ progress” had been 
made on a pact -to reduce the 
stockpiles of long-range nuclear 
weapons. Though aides say diffi- 


cult obstacles remain, Reagan 
added, “such a treaty... is, I 
believe, now within our grasp.” 
His speech was delivered be- 
fore an audience including British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatch- 
' er amid the grandeur of London's 
Guildhall. Reagan briefed 
Thatcher on the summit 
Thursday. 

The president, addressing the 
Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, said he was impressed by 
the warmth of his reception in the 
Soviet capital and the scope of 
reforms under way in a nation be 
.once called an “evil empire,” 
“To those of us familiar with 
the post-war era, all of this is a 
cause for shaking the head in 
wonder,” he, said. 

“Imagine, the president of the 
United States and the general 


secretary of the Soviet Union 
walking together in Red Square, 
talking about a growing personal 
friendship and meeting together, 
average citizens, realising how 
much our people have in com- 
mon,” be said. 

Thatcher, heaping praise on 
Reagan in a subsequent speech, 
called the summit “very success- 
fill” and a personal triumph for 
him. 

“The summit has brought us 
closer to the more stable and 
peaceful relationship between 
East and West that we all want to 
see,” she said. “Indeed, Z believe 
there is now more' hope between 
East and West than ever before in 
the lifetimh of most of us here.”

U.S. embassy in Beirut denies 
starting shooting incident 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The U.S. 
embassy in Beirut denied Friday 
that embassy bodygoards had 
sparked a shootout - with local 
security men the previous day in 
which Ambassador John Kelly’s 
car was hit by a bullet. 

“Persisting reports in the local 
Lebanese media indicate, that the 
shooting involving the American 
ambassador's motorcade on June 
2 was caused by the weapons 
being fired by the motorcade to 
dear traffic. 

. “This is false. American 
embassy guards do not fire their 
weapons to clear traffic. On June 
2 the guards in the ambassador’s 
motorcade did not fire until they 
were fired upon by a member of a 
local private security firm,” an 
embassy statement said. 

No one was injured in the 
incident in which the bodyguards 
exchanged fire with rightist mili- 
tiamen. . 

Urn embassy was referring to 
the Association pour les Services 
dTIrgehces (ASU) security com- 
pany- which is- linked to and 
trained by the main' 'rightist 
FaLange Party’s militia. 

AjtASU statement Friday did . 


not say who fired first but ack- 
nowledged that “the incident... 
was the result of misjudgement 
by some of the association’s em- 
ployees.” 

Security sources said Thursday 
the shooting was triggered by 
Kelly’s bodyguards firing into the- 
air to dear, heavy midday traffic 
for the motorcade on the coastal 
Anteiias highway in east Beirut. 

They said militiamen in a near- 
by Falange office who heard the 
shooting fired back, thinking it 
was aimed at one of their mem- 
bers driving ahead of the ambas- 
sador’s motorcade. 

' Witnesses and residents in east 
Beirut told Reuters they had fre- 
quently seen bodyguards escort- 
ing Kelly’s motorcade fire into 
the air to dear traffic. 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokeswoman Phyllis Oak- 
ley said Thursday's incident was 
sparked by a “traffic altercation.” 

“Our preliminary conclusion is 
that it was not a planned ambush 
or assassination attempt,” Oak- 
ley said. “No U.S. or Lebanese 
personnel at the embassy were 
wounded. We have no reports 
that anyone else was injured.”

Hussein. 

The statement said the raid 
was a breach Iraq’s unilater- 
al baft to -attack s on civilian 
areas since April 20 and was 
intended to restart the “war of 
the cities.”

Khalikia, 20, was killed by a 
single bullet to the chest fired 
when settlers clashed with resi- 
dents of Sbuyukh village near 
Hebron, sources quoted by Reu- 
ters said. 

The AP said two other Palesti- 
nians were wounded in their legs 
or arms and four suffered beating 
injuries or the effects of tear-gas 


when a protest broke out in the 
village. 

The Israeli army put 190,000 
Palestinians under restrictions to 
prevent any violence on the open- 
ing day of the three-day strike 
called to protest the Shultz visit. 
A leaflet calling for the shutdown 
said Shultz was trying to abort the 
uprising. 

Most Palestinian shops in the 
occupied areas were closed and 
traffic was at a standstill in re- 
sponse to the strike call. 

On Thursday. Israeli soldiers in 
Gaza broadcast warnings through 
loudspeakers telling building 
owners to whitewash over anti- 
Israeli slogans on their walls or 


face fines of 1,500 shekels $1. 000 
and up to five years in prison. 
Identity cards of some residents 
were seized to force them to 
comply, an Arab reporter said. 

Palestinians said the three-day 
strike also coincided with the 
anniversary Saturday of Israel's 
1983 invasion of Lebanon and the 
anniversary Sunday of the 1967 
war. 

The Israeli army planned to 
reopen West Bank high schools 
on Monday as part of a gradual 
return to classes closed in Febru- 
ary because of the uprising. 

In Gaza City, the army sealed

Shultz begins new shuttle with ‘no 
particular indication’ of success 


CAIRO (Agencies) — U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz, 
launching his fourth Middle East 
shuttle this year, Friday night 
urged Arabs and Israelis to stop 
denying each other’s right to 
negotiate within the framework 
of a U.S. peace plan. 

But Shultz told reporters on a 
flight from London that he has 
“no particular indication” of 
changes in positions since his last 
failed effort two months ago. 

In a five-page arrival state- 
ment, Shultz said the root of the 
Arab-Israeli dispute “is the com- 
petition between two national 
movements for sovereignty on 
one land.” 

He said neither the Palestinians 
nor the Israelis seems able to 
abandon “prejudices, hatred and 


overblown dreams” in favour of a 
negotiated settlement. 

Despite the traditional impas- 
se. however. Shultz said there 
was room for Israeli and Palesti- 
nian to live side-by-side in Israel, 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

“Arabs and Israelis are not 
engaged in a winner-take-ail com- 
petition.” Shultz said. “A fair 
settlement is possible, even 
though people have difficulty 
conceiving how to achieve it.” 
Shultz's five-day mission will 
take him from Egypt to Jordan, 
Israel and Syria, with a little 
sightseeing on the side. He flew 
here from London, where he had 
accompanied President Ronald 
Reagan en route home from the 
Moscow summit. 

Shultz will also brief Middle 


East leaders on the Moscow sum- 
mit, where Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev said the superpowers 
had narrowed their differences on 
how to fashion Middle East peace 
settlement. 

Israel's right-wing prime minis- 
ter, Yitzhak Shamir, was unim- 
pressed by Gorbachev’s remarks. 

“Our fate and future will not 
be determined or decided in 
Washington or Moscow...,*' he 
told reporters Wednesday. 

Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat said that Shultz was ‘'mov- 
ing round in a vicious circle.” 

In an interview with Abu Dha- 
bi television aired late Thursday, 
Arafat said Shultz was not going

S. Arabia seeks to rally GCC ranks 


KUWAIT (R) — Saudi Arabia is 
likely to seek support for its 
rupture in ties with Iran at a 
meeting of Arab Gulf foreign 
ministers in Jeddah Saturday, 
officials and diplomats in the re- 
gion said. 

Relations with the revolution- 
ary government in Tehran, Iraqi 
gains on the Gulf war battlefield 
and the Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied territories are expected 
to top the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) agenda. 

Iraq's recent victories against 
Iran including the recapture of 
the occupied Fao Peninsula and 
its southern Shaiamcbeh marsh- 
lands have boosted morale in the 
Arab Gulf states. 

But the war appears no closer 
to an end and the GCC remains 
threatened by an overspill of the 
fighting. 

The foreign ministers of Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, 
Bahrain and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) are expected to 
discuss international efforts to 
end the war and reiterate support 
for United Nations Resolution 
598 which calls for a ceasefire, the 
officials said. 

They are also expected to coor- 


dinate views ahead of next week's 
Arab summit in Algiers due to 
focus on how to back the six- 
month-old Palestinian uprising in 
the Israeli-occupied territories. 

The ministers are meeting for 
the fust time since Saudi Arabia 
severed relations with Iran April 
26, accusing it of trying to export 
its brand of Islamic fundamental- 
ism through violence. 

Just weeks before next month’s 
annual pilgrimage to Mecca, the 
GCC is likely to support Saudi 
moves to prevent a repeat of last 
year’s violence in which more 
than 400 pilgrims were killed. 

The kingdom has slashed the 
number of Iranian pilgrims 
allowed into the country after 
they clashed with Saudi security 
forces during demonstrations last 
year. 

The diplomats and officials said 
they did not expect Saudi Arabia 
to insist that the other GCC states 
to follow its break with Tehran, 
only to express general support 
for moves to ensure its security. 

Two GCC states — Oman and 
the UAE — have historic trading 
and strategic ties with Tehran and 
argue that dialogue, not con-

I ranians they must take, the war 
with Iraq “more seriously” fol- 
lowing recent defeats at the war 
fronts. 

Addressing a prayer congrega- 
tion in Tehran, he said there 
should be “no compromise, no 
submission and no backing (town 
from our rights" in the war, the' 
Islami c Republic News Agency 
(IRNA) said. 

“We should take the situation 
more seriously,” Rafsanjani told 
the worshipers, conceding that 
this is something which he said 
“we have started doing.” 

Iran has suffered two recent 
major defeats at the war from. 

IRNA referred to the 53-year- 
old politician as the “temporary 
speaker” of parliament. He was 
elected temporary speaker during 
a parliament session May 29. 

According to parliamentary 
rules a permanent speaker cannot 
be chosen until the credentials of 
new deputies to the parliament 


have been approved, a process 
which has not been completed 
following recent elections. 

The agency reported that Raf- 
sanjani sent a cable to the 87- 
year-old Ayatolab Ruhollah 
Khomeini thanking the patriarch 
for appointing him acting com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Khomeini ordered Rafsanjani 
Thursday to take charge of the 
regular army, the Revolutionary 
Guards and other armed forces, 
to coordinate them, merge over- 
lapping support departments and 
mobilise the people for the war 
effort. 

Rafsanjani said Khomeini, who 
remains constitutionally com- 
mander-in-chief, could not, and 
was not expected to, personally 
attend to all aspects of the armed 
forces. 

Political analysts said Rafsan- 
jani’s appointment would also 
strengthen his band in the lead- 
ership where differences have 
appeared over major economic 
and social issues. . i

Hekmatyar: 
Soviet pullout 
marks end 
of Najibullah 

STOCKHOLM (Agencies) — 
An Afghan Mujahedeen leader 
was quoted on Friday as saying 
his forces would topple the pro- 
Soviet Kabul government the day 
the last Soviet soldier left the 
capital. 

“The day the Soviet Union 
pulls out of Kabul is the day we 
are there. Without the Russians, 
(President) NajibuUah's regime 
has no chance of survival,” Gul- 
buddin Hekmatyar, leader of the 
seven-party Islamic Unity of 
Afghan Mujahedeen, told the 
Swedish Aftonbladet newspaper. 

“We see it out in the field. 
When the Russians pull out, the 
Mujahedeen take over,” Hek- 
matyar, an Islamic hardliner, told 
the Swedish daily in an interview 
at an Afghan refugee camp in 
Peshawar. Pakistan. 

Western analysts have said the 
fall of NajibuUah’s People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanistan 
(PDPA) regime, previously wide- 
ly tipped as Soviet troops pulled 
out, may yet be averted because 
of a lack of solidarity among the 
rebels. 

But Hekmatyar said a broad 
unity was growing among Mu- 
jahedeen leaders and politicians 
in exile. 

“Unity is growing. An interim 
government is in the process of 
being built. Our military com- 
manders will take their place in 
the ruling council of our 
alliance,” Hekmatyar said.

UNRWA teachers freeze demands

AMMAN — Some 4,000 teachers 
working for the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees in the Near 
East (UNRWA), now involved in 
a dispute with the agency's admi- 
nistration over wages and condi- 
tions of services, have decided to 
temporarily freeze their earlier 
decision to suspend study at 
schools, a memorandum issued by 
the teachers executive committee 
said on Wednesday. 

Addressing UNRWA's Com- 
missioner General Giorgio 
Giacometti. the teachers, said in 
their memorandum that while 
postponing their action for the 
interest of students, they will still 


boycott all UNRWA officials for 
three days beginning Tuesday. 

The memo, signed by the 
teachers executive committee 
chairman Adnan Hamad said that 
the committee will postpone its 
measure until the beginning of 
the new scholastic year to allow 
UNRWA administration enough 
time to study their case and re- 
spond to their demands as speci- 
fied in a lener sent early in May 
by UNRWA’s staff union in the 
region to the agency's commis- 
sioner. 

The chairman of UNRWA's 
staff union Fayeq Abu Aqlain 
had sent a letter to Giacomelli 
May 15. briefing him on the 
dispute. 

The union includes all UN- 
RWA staff unions in the agency’s 


area of operations, Jordan. Syria 
Lebanon and the occupied Arab 
territories of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. The union’s mem- 
bership totals 17,000. 


In his letter Abu Aqlain has 
said that the agency did not hon- 
our a previous agreement with 
the staff, that provided for under- 
taking salary surveys from time to 
time and in comparison with civil 
servants and other focal em- 
ployees. 


He called on the commissioner 
general to reconsider the survey 
policy and to reactivate the agree- 
ment. 

He further called on the top 
UNRWA official to cause the 
inter-staff union to convene, not- 
ing that it has not met for more 


than two years. Abu Aqlain 
asked that the conference be held 
during the second week of July, 
either in Amman or Damascus, 
and that Arab members to the 
Provident Fund’s Advisory Com- 
mission be present to report on 
the fund’s new investment policy. 
The staff representative also cal- 
led on the commissioner general 
to effect payments of all amounts 
due to the staff, as a result of the 
agency's austerity measures that 
included the suspension of in- 
creases and allowances that the 
agency’s staff used to enjoy. 


However, UNRWA officials 
maintained that the wages and 
security benefits offered to their 
teachers are better than those 
offered to local teachers. 


Jordanian film acclaimed at 
West German film week 


OBERHAUSEN (INP) — A! 
Hidae (shoes), the debut film by 
Jordanian director Mohammad 
Ailouh, has received high 
acclamation from film critics and 
the public at the 34th West Ger- 
man Short Film Festival held 
recently in Obertaausen. 

- The 13-minute short film is 
about a young school boy in a 
Palestinian refugee camp in Jor- 
dan who leaves the camp one day 
to search for a better future. Film 
critics hailed the lone Jordanian 
competition entry as a “true de- 
piction of the realities of the 
refugee life as seen through the 
eyes of a young school boy.” 

A large crowd of film-makers 
from different countries, critics 
and film fans watched AI Hidae 
during the competition screening 
and afterwards participated in a 
discussion with the director on his 
film and the situation of cinema 
in Jordan. 

Ailouh, who had directed 
several video productions and TV 
programmes for Jordan televi- 
sion. spoke of the lack of facilities 
in his country for film-making 
and expressed the view that short 
and documentary films deserved 
much greater attention. 

He pointed out that AI Hidae 
was the first film made in Jordan 
for several years. Because of the 
difficulty to get film and equip- 
ment many directors are turning 
to video production. His film was 
made with the support of the 
Jordanian Artists’ Association 
and most of its work including 
direction, script-writing and film 
montage were done by Ailouh 
himself. He was assisted only by a 
cameraman and a sound en- 
gineer. 

The Jordanian director, who is 
presently attending an advanced 
programme in film-making at the 
Polish Film Academy in Lodz, 
said in an interview that he was 
quite pleased by the public re- 
sponses to his film in 
Oberhausen. The film had re- 
ceived invitations from interna- 
tional short and documentary 
film festivals in Sweden, Turkey 
and Spain, he said. Several Euro- 
pean television stations including 
the Zweites Deutsche Fernsehen 
(ZDF) of the Federal Republic of

Germany have shown interest in 
buying the film. 

Ailouh says that by selling his 
film, he hopes to raise the fi- 
nances for his next film which is 
in the planning stage. It also deals 
with the situation of the Palesti- 
nian refugees in Jordan. He 
thanked the organisers of the film 
festival for inviting his film to this 
“Mecca of short films" and said 
that its screening in the competi- 
tion programme had further en- 
hanced its international prestige. 
A I Hidae had already won the 
honours of the Krakau short and 
documentary film festival in Po- 
land and a short film festival in 
France, he said. 

The Jordanian director, who 
attended the Oberhausen Short 
Him Week for the first time, said 
he was highly impressed by the 
organisation of the film festival. 
He is now quite convinced about 
the short film week’s importance 
for developing nations, especially 
for those whose film industry is at 
a very early stage of develop- 
ment. The Oberhausen film fes- 
tival is doing a great contribution 
towards the development of the 
national film industries of Asian, 
African and Latin American 
countries by inviting their films 
and film-makers to this leading 
annual event of the short and 
documentary film world. 

Continuing its long tradition of 
providing a forum for dialogue 


through films between different, 
cultures, the 34th short film week 
featured a major exposition of 
the Third World cinema and 
brought film-makers even from 
some" remote parts of Asia. Afri- 
ca and Latin America. The regional 
focus was this time devoted to Latin 
America from where 45 films pro- 
vided a comprehensive view of the 


different shades and new trends of 
film production in this region. 

The Arab cinema received con- 
siderable attention this time as a 
result of the competition screen- 
ings of AI Hidae, the Somali entry 
Geedka Nolosha (the tree of life) 
by Abdulkadir Ahmed Said and 
the Tunisien film Suer (Sweat) by 
Nagazi Amor. Geedka Nolosha 
emerged as one of the most suc- 
cessful participant among the 94 
films from 37 countries competed 
by winning two top awards and a 
total cash prize of DM 4,000. The

Britain donates computers 
to Jordanian schools 


AMMAN (Petra. J.T.) — The 
ministry of education has re- 
ceived 12 microcomputers as a 
gift from the British government 
to be used for training students at 
Jordanian schools. 

The gift was formally presented 
to Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of Education Thouqan 
Hindawi at the ministry's compu- 
ter department on Thursday by 
British Ambassador to Jordan 
Anthony Reeve in the presence 
of senior ministry officials. 

Hindawi expressed the govern- 
ment's appreciation to Britain for 
the gift and praised the existing 
ties of cooperation between the 
United Kingdom and Jordan in 
educational fields, in general and 
computer-training programmes in 
particular. 

In his speech on the occasion 
Hindawi reviewed the miiystry of 
education's programmes in intro- 


ducing computer training courses 
to schools. The ambassador, for. 
his part, voiced his government's 
deep satisfaction with the ties of 
cooperation between the two 
sides in educational fields. 

The computers, handed to the 
ministry on Thursday, are iden- 
tical to those now being provided 
to the Kingdom’s secondary 
schools under the United King- 
dom- Jordan loan agreement. The 
director of the ministry’s sylla- 
bus department said that the Brit- 
ish computers will be installed at 
90 additional schools, thus raising 
the total number of schools with 
computer training programmes in 
the Kingdom to 160.

Ministry of Education finalises 
preparation for 89 school year 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Minis- 
try of Education has completed 
all preparations for the coming 
2988-1989 scholastic year in the 
accordance to the resolutions 
adopted by the first Jordanian 
educational conference hold in 
Amman last September. Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
Education Thouqan Hindawi 
announced Friday. 

In a statement to the Jordan 
News Agency. Petra, the minister 
said that preparations cover all 
arrangements for appointment, 
transfer and secondment of men 
and women teachers — a process 
finalised at such an early date for 
the first time in the Kingdom's 
history. 

These arrangements have been 
taken before the end of the cur- 
rent scholastic year so as to avoid 
any confusion or complication for 
the ministry or its education de- 


partments and teachers, long be- 
fore the commencement of the 
new scholastic year and also to 
enable schools to start lessons on 
the first day of the coming year, 
on mid August. Hindawi noted. 

Hindawi said Lhat ministry offi- 
cials have been busy over the past 
months working out the new 
arrangements in accordance with 
a carefully studied plan for the 
implementation of the education- 
al conference's resolutions. 

According to the minister, 
arrangements have been made 
for spending up to 1,479 teachers 
to Arab Gulf states in the coming 
year. These, he said, will be 
employed in Qatar. Oman. 
Kuwait. North Yemen, and Saudi 
Arabia. 

The minister said that teachers' 
transfer between the Kingdom's 
different regions will take into 
account teachers' preference and 


educational needs. 

He also said that firsr-graders 
to be admitted to government 
schools should be six years of age 
by Dec. 31 in the year of admis- 
sion and that directors of educa- 
tion departments in cooperation 
with local governors will be 
charged with ensuring that eligi- 
ble children are all admitted to. 
school and allowed to .acquire 
compulsory education at the 
primary and preparatory levels. 

Hindawi announced that new 
teachers of both sexes will he 
employed to work at schools but 
priority will be given to those 
holding higher university, de- 
grees, and those graduating as far 
back as 19SU and onwards. He 
said that the chance will be open 
also for community college 
graduates to gel employment and 
university graduates to get part 
lime jobs at schools.

AI Dustour: Much of the same 

U.S. Secretary of Slate George Shultz is scheduled to arrive in the Middle 
East Friday at the start of yet another lour of the region to advocate the new 
U.5. proposals for ending the Ar3b-Lsraeli conflict. In the light of previous 
tours and talks, it is hard for us to expect that the new tour will be different 
from the earlier ones, specially since the U.S. and Israel still adhere to their 
former stands and still showing intransigence to Arab demands for a just and 
durable settlement. Ii is useful, however, to remember rhe six-point 
document given to Shultz by King Hussein which outlined clearly the Arab 
Nation's point of view and the Arab just stand with regard to the issue. If the 
U.S. secretary of state has absorbed the full meaning of the document and is 
now about to look into means of implementing its provisions, then his 
initiative could achieve some degree of success. But if Shultz is coming back to 
the region under the same illusion of imposing Israel's blueprint solution on 
the Arabs, his tour will not meet a better fate than the earlierones. It should 
oe emphasised that the bases of a just and durable peace are quite clear to all 
and there should be no need for wasting more time and effort on pointless and 
fruitless attempts that lead nowhere.

iOVIET leader Mikhail Gorbachev's statements about the Middle East 
oilowing the Moscow superpower summit call for optimism, because they 
lemonstrates some degree of agreement between Washington and Moscow 
ibout resolving the Middle East issue. Both sides have officially agreed on the 
iced for holding an international peace conference although they Still differ 
■bout ihe terms of reference of such a conference and the character of the 
'anticipating delegations. This situation is bound to place Israel in an 
■mbarrassing situation, making it more isolated than ever before. This 
icar-consensus about the Middle East question is bound to open the way, to 
eme extent, for real progress towards ending Israel's intransigent position

Reflection on the Intifada

The International Coordinating Committee for NCOs on the 
Question of Palestine (ICCP) undertook a fact-finding mission to the 
West Bank and Gaza to gather first-hand information on the status of 
the current uprising and to meet representatives of non-governmen- 
tal groups there in order to ascertain tbeir needs and perspectives on 
the crisis. The delegation of four included Dr. Don Betz , , chairman of 
the ICCP, Palestine Human Rights Campaign (USA): Dr. Soma 
Dayan -He rzbrun . French NGO committee; Dr. Jim Graff, jvFCEr 
(Canada) and Hans Christian Knaevelsrud. Palestine Groups of 
Norway. This is an abbreviated summary of their conclusions. 


1. The uprising that com- 
menced in the early days of De- 
cember 1987 is more than a full 
scale rebellion. It is a social and 
political revolution. 

2. The response is universal, 
spreading throughout the region 
into the smallest hamlets 
secluded from the publicity of the 
Western media. This call to ac- 
tion is embraced by almost every- 
one, with each ’ resisting the 
occupation according to his/her 
ability and situation. They realise 
that there is no turning back, no 
return to the status quo ante. This 
solidarity cuts across regional, 
socio-economic, confessional, 
sexual and political barriers. 

The intifada is coordinated, 
disciplined, and capable of gener- 
ating widespread public resist- 
ance to the grip of occupation 
even after five months and more 
than 160 lives lost, thousands 
injured, over 4.000 in detention 
and many deported. 

The role of the Unified Nation- 
al Command, and the institution- 
al development connecting gras- 
sroots efforts, may be the most 
enduring aspect of the revolt, 
beyond the individual and collec- 
tive courageous acts of resistance 
themselves- Organisation is 
pervasive, reaching into almost 
every home and, more important- 
ly, into every heart. The disci- 
pline exhibited over the last five 
months must be attributed to this 
leadership, the subordination of 
prior factional interests to unified 
actions and a strong communica- 
tions network. 

The Palestinians are providing 
alternative services fcflr them- 
selves in banking, food supplies, 
education, mail arid other com- 
munication. The ultimate goal is 
self-determination, to wean the 


territories from dependence on 
Israel and. by completely decen- 
tralising them economically and 
politically, to make it increasingly 
more difficult for Israel to impose 
its authority there. 

There has been a marked pro- 
liferation of local committees in 
the neighbourhoods and villages 
that are organising life there. In 
Hebron people are providing for 
their own police protection. In 
RamaUab there are village clinics 
less susceptible to Israeli pressure 
than the major hospitals. In East 
Jerusalem the appeal is to land- 
lords to lower their rents on 
commercial properties to keep 
striking businesses afloat. The 
emergence of these local commit- 
tees dealing with everything from 
gardens to education has helped 
diffuse leadership in the area — a 
tactic the Palestinians have 
judged vital to sustaining the up- 
rising. 

But the success of the uprising 
is not assured. Loss of income 
plus harsher measures used by 
the Israeli military are major 
obstacles. But the people appear 
willing to carry on a protracted 
conflict to achieve their ends. 

3. The reality of daily life under 
occupation is impossible for most 
of us not living there to grasp- It 
is a world of unrelenting harass- 
ment: Physical, economic, 
psychological and spiritual. 
Palestinian lives are governed by 
an entangling web of 1,200 milit- 
ary regulations. Full town and 
camp curfews, and administrative 
detentions for up to six months 
are part of the suffocating fabric 
of their existence. Areas have 
had water lines cut. electricity 
turned off. and all communica- 
tion with the outside world se- 
vered. Destruction oi homes is an 


instrument of public policy 
as a form of collective puni- 
shment without evidence ever 
being presented and contested in 
a court. So many persons are 
detained and jailed that they are 
being utilised as free labour to 
build their own jails. 

All these measures are under- 
taken by a political system that 
Western conventional wisdom 
has crowned the “only democracy 
in the region." 

4. The level of - brutality 
employed by the occupying milit- 
ary forces and the Israeli settlere 
in the West Bank and Gaza ex- 
ceeds the dramatic impressions 
recorded with numbing regularity 
by the media over the past four 
months. On 30 March 1988, the 
Israeli representative to the Un- 
ited Nations. Jobanin Bein. de- 
clare! to Security Council mem- 
bers that Israeli soldiers were 
responding to serious dangers 
with prudence and "utmost res- 
traint." The proclaimed ‘'res- 
traint" was not in evidence on the 
streets of Ram all ah or elsewhere. 

AJ Makassad Hospital in East 
Jerusalem is tbe largest and most 
advanced on the West Bank. Our 
tour of the wards demonstrated 
that techniques of crowd control 
have been remoulded into acts of 
sheer depravity and sadism in 
many cases. There are too many 
startling cases to recall. Children 
and men with arms and legs 
broken in too many places to 
effectively heal. Wrists, elbows, 
ankles and kne£s repeatedly 
bludgeoned in order to render 
them useless for ever. Lost limbs, 
crushed limbs, pulverised tnucles 
that will not work again. Many 
have suffered severe internal 
damage from beatings. Eyes have 
been lost to rubber bullets. Many 
of the injured fear entering hos- 
pitals lest they be arrested from 
their beds, as has been reported, 
by hospital personnel. 

But it is vital to realise that the 
deaths and injuries, the beatings 
and harassment have not cracked 
the popular icsolve. On the con- 
trary, each blow seems to be 
leading tbe people nearer to self- 


determination by strengthening 
their common will. There appears 
to be no desire to retreat. Many 
see Palestine being reborn in the 
suffering all are bearing. 

5. Hie uprising is contributing 
to the changing rale of women in 
society. They assume important 
role in the neighbourhood and 
camp committees, the organisa- 
tional infrastructure of the intifa- 
da. Three women in the old city 
of Nablus came to our rescue 
when we were confronted by an 
Israeli patrol led by a young 
man who said he was crazy and 
asked why he should not shoot 

us. Tbe women interposed them- 
selves between us and tbe soldiers 
and talking all the time, gradually 
eased us toward their house. 
There they chronicled a life of 
abuse, harassment and humilia- 
tion. 

6. The situation in Gaza de- 
serves special attention. From the 
moment we crossed tbe border 
into Gaza, the mood changed. 
Crowds of small “children of the 
stones" gathered on street cor- 
ners and controlled tbe traffic 
with their implied threat of pelt- 
ing the vehicles of the unfriendly 
and the unsympathetic. Our clan- 
destine meetings with neighbour- 
hood and camp committee repre- 
sentatives reinforced perceptions 
that Gaza was under siege. Testi- 
monies of abuse and oppression 
abounded. Everyone we visited 
produced tear gas canisters made 
in the USA that had been fired 
into their homes. It was dear that 
the measures employed by the 
occupying authorities to subdue 
this uprising have been extreme. 

7. The role of the PLO was 
confirmed in our interviews. 
Each individual declared that the 
PLO is the representative of the 
Palestinians, and only Palesti- 
nians can choose their leaders. 
There was criticism of the March 
raid on the bus at Dimona as 
ill-timed, ill-conceived and coun- 
terproductive. But there was no 
attempt to disassociate them- 
selves from the PLO. Leaders 
make mistakes, we were told, just 
like any other people. They were 
not willing to withdraw their sup-

Arab summit to reflect growing 
disillusion with Washington

NICOSIA — Most Arab leaders 
due to meet for their second 
summit in seven months fed bet- 
rayed by Washington’s Middle 
East policy, diplomats say. 

They said leaders at the Algiers 
meeting beginning June 7 would 
express tbeir growing disillusion 
with U.S. policy by orchestrating 
increased support for the Palesti- 
nian uprising in the Israeli-occu- 
pied territories. 

“I think we will see concerted 
action to back up the PLO and its 
attempts to keep the uprising 
going,” said a diplomat. 

"There’s a strong sense among 
conservative Arab states of being 
let down, betrayed," said a Euro- 
pean specialist in regional affairs. 

"And the radical trend is stron- 
ger now,” he said. 

When beads of state from tbe 
21-member Arab League met in 
Amman seven months ago, there 
were still hopes that Washington 
could be persuaded to accept a 
fully-fledged conference under 
United Nations auspices and in 
turn press Israel to do so. 

Now, despite a revival of U.S. 
Secretary of State George 
Shultz's peace mission and discus- 
sions on the Middle East during 
the U.S.-Soviet summit, diplo- 
mats say those Arab hopes have 
evaporated. 

“We always felt you could get 
nowhere without the United 
States,” said a Palestinian jour- 
nalist. “Now we realise you can- 
not get anywhere with them.” 

The independent Jordanian 
newspaper AJ-Ra’i said on Sun- 
day that U.S. policy made it- 
unlikely the Reaga □'Gorbachev 
summit would advance Middle 
East peace prospects- 

“So far there is nothing to 
suggest the ( Arab- Israeli) conflict 
will have a prominent place for 
reasons that include Washing- 
ton's refusal to shift from its 
position of strict hostility to 
Palestinian rights," the daily said. 

Shultz, apparently unaffected 
by Israeli and Arab opposition to 
his ideas, will visit Israel, Jordan, - 
Syria and Egypt again from June 

His plan calls for an interna- 
tional meeting to set up direct 
Arab-Israeli talks on limited 
Palestinian self-rule. * 

Only Egypt, the sole Arab 
state to have signed a peace 
treaty with Israel, has endorsed 
this approach. 

Israel’s hardline Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir opposes any 
land-for-peace formula, while 
most Arabs insist on a peace 
conference attended by all parties 
under U.N. Security Council su- 
pervision as the primary peace- 
making instrument. 

Diplomats say Arab states have

Artfibishop Michel Sabbah, the 
first Palestinian to be Roman 
Catholic patriarch of Jerusalem, 
told an Israeli army magazine 
Palestinians are entitled to have 
their own state. 

The Israeli army weekly 
Bamahane, which carried the 
statements in its this week's issue, 
said it was Sabbah's first inter- 
view with an Israeli publication. 

The Nazareth- bom archbishop 
said the Vatican's refusal to 
establish diplomatic relations 
with Israel was caused by the 
Palestinian problem 
"The Vatican's position re- 
garding Israel has always been 
that first of all the problem unre- 
solved for 40 years must be 
solved,” Sabbah said. “There is 
nothing theological in int.” 
“Everyone, as a human being. 


is entitled to all the rights, includ- 
ing the right for a state. When 
this problem shall be solved, we 
would consider” establishing re- 
lations with Israel, he said. 

“I think the stumbling block is 
that people don't want to solve 
the problem. If you have agreed 
that anyone has equal rights, the 
Palestinians as the Israelis, the 
problems would have been re- 
solved. You need courage to rec- 
ognise equal rights of ail.” 

But Sabbah also indirectly criti- 
cised the often violent uprising in 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, saying that “from the 
church’s point of view, every type 
of violence is bad, and people 
should avoid violence.” 

The archbishop expressed his 
belief that “if Israel talks to the 
Palestinians, everything will be 
all right." 


LONDON (Agencies) — Iran 
has arrested leading moderate 
opponents of the government; 
including former ministers, for 
inviting people to oppose the war 
with Iraq, a former Iranian offi- 
cial said in London Thursday. 

The source, a member of the 
government of ex-president Abol 
Has sail Bani Sadr, told Reuters 
security forces had detained lead- 
ers of the Freedom Movement 
and the National Front. 

The two groups have cam- 
paigned against the excesses of 
the 1979 Islamic revolution and 
heavy-handed treatment of the 
opposition. 

“I feel they could be in real 
danger.” the source, an exile who 
asked not to be named, told 
Reuters. 

He said Revolutionary Guards 
Tuesday arrested Ali Ardalan, 
finance minister in the govern- 
ment of Mehdi Bazargan in 1979, 
ex -deputy Prime Minister Hos- 
sein Shah-Hosseini and Moham- 
mad Tavasouli, a former mayor 
of Tehran. 

Bazargan, the most prominent 
liberal opponent of Iran’s clerical 
leadership, heads the Freedom 
Movement which has been 
allowed to function despite the 
crushing of all radical groups 
opposing the Iran government. 

The guards broke up a Freedom 
Movement meeting Wednesday 
and arrested Hashem Sab- 
baghian, Bazargan’s interior 
minister and Khosrow Mansu- 
rian, a former deputy mayor of 
Tehran, the source said. 

The guards had questioned ab- 
out 200 people attending the 
meeting, and some had been 
beaten, the source added. They 
also took over the headquarters 
of the Freedom Movement. 

An Iranian exiled source in 
Paris, who obtained a copy of a 
letter sent by Bazargan to Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini, said it 
was 33 pages long and was distri- 
buted in numerous cities around 
the country, likely about 10 days 


ago. Another shorter letter by a 
group sympathising with Bazar- 
gan also was distributed, the 
source said, speaking to the AP 
on condition of anonymity. . 

In the letter ..Bazargan accused 
Khomeini of following an 
"erroneous policy" in the war 
with Iraq, isolating the Islamic 
republic and making it a symbol 
of hate around the world. 

Bazargan also denounced aid 
allegedly furnished by the Islamic 
republic to groups such as the 
Islamic Jihad, which claims to be 
holding Western hostages in 
Lebanon. 

“In truth, for seven years Iran 
and Islam have become synony- 
mous in the world with hate and 
malice,” Le Monde quoted the 
letter as saying. “It is a shame 
and not an honour.... 

“When are you going to slop 
making commerce with the blood 
of our martyrs?” 

Le Monde said it was thought 
that several dozen people were 
arrested in Tehran, and provin- 
cial cities like Tabriz, in Azerbai- 
jan, and Isfahan, south of the 
capital. 

Bazargan was among a group 
of liberals who boycotted Iranian 
parliamentary elections in April, 
which they said were not free. 

The source said those arrested 
had in the last two weeks 
mounted a pamphlet campaign 
advocating a peaceful negotiated 
solution to Iran’s war with Iraq, 
calling for an end to repression in 
Iran and criticising the legitimacy 
and economic policies of the gov- 
ernment. 

The banned National From, 
founded by former Prime Minis- 
ter Mohammad Mossadeq and 
the Freedom Movement formed a 
moderate group two years ago to 
oppose the government’s poli- 
cies. 

One of the' pamphlets distri- 
buted throughout Iran called for 
people to "raise their voice” 
against the government. 


RABAT (R) — North African states hope next 
week's Arab summit in Algiers will bring closer to 
reality an age-old dream of a powerful regional 
grouping and hasten the end of a long-running war 
in the Western Sahara. 


After the sudden resumption 
May 16 of diplomatic relations 
between the region's two power 
brokers. Morocco and Algeria, 
the portents for some form of 
pan-Maghreb economic link-up 
have never looked so good, 
according to diplomats. 

The two neighbours took a 
further step towards that goal 
Tuesday by announcing the 
reopening of their borders, the 
restoration of sea, rail and air 
links and that visas would no 
longer be needed for cross-border 
travel. 

Diplomats said the speed of the 
move highlighted the importance 
both countries now attached to 
bilateral relations. 

It also ended speculation that 
the revival of diplomatic ties was 


merely a ploy to persuade Moroc- 
co's King Hassan to attend the 
summit, which opens June 7 and 
has been called to rally support 
for the Palestinian uprising in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

• King Hassan cut relations 12 
years ago over Algeria’s military 
and diplomatic support for Poli- 
sario guerrillas fighting Morocco 
for independence in the former 
Spanish colony. Western Sahara. 

The diplomatic dispute is unre- 
solved but there has been a new 
warmth in exchanges. 

“The success of a summit in the 
capital of any North African 
country is a success for ail coun- 
tries in the region,” King Hassan 
said in a broadcast on state televi- 
sion Monday. 

Morocco wanted to forget the 


past and “to build the future on 
positive grounds, because hatred 
and grudge cannot ever be the 
sound basis on which to build the 
future,” he added. 

The King will personally seal 
the reconciliation when he arrives 
in Algiers for talks with President 
Chadli Benjedid Sunday. 

Diplomats said Algiers would 
now see a regional settlement of 
the Western Sahara conflict. 

"If they could save face and at 
the same time get off the Polisario 
hook, they would do so whether or 
not the Polisario accepted the 
deal." one Western diplomat told 
Reuters. 

“The president believes sin- 
cerely in greater Maghreb unity 
and wants to make real progress 
towards achieving it. It makes 
sense, we live in a world of 
growing economic blocs," one 
Algerian diplomatic source re- 
cently told Reuters. 

Western diplomats say this 
view fils uneasily with the Polisar- 
io's demand for a sixth indepen- 


dent state in the region but 
Algiers now accepts that its sup- 
port should take second place to 
economic needs - 

"The bottom line is that its 
relations with Morocco are more 
important. A gas pipeline across 
North Africa, cheap imports of 
fruit and vegetables, carry more 
weight than ideological support 
for a group of nomads.” one 
diplomat said. 

All the countries in the region 
are acutely aware of how they 
will be affected by European 
Economic Community plans to 
create a unified barrier-free inter- 
nal market by 1992 which will 
make it more difficult for them to 
.£11 in Europe. 

But with a total population of 
some 56 million, the five North 
African countries can offer each 
other markets they badly need, 
and the King and Benjedid, may 
be joined by the leaders of Tuni- 
sia, Mauritania and Libya in a 
Maghreb summit in Algiers.

Habre agrees to meet Qadhafi 


ADDIS ABABA (Agencies) — 
The rebel Somali National Move- 
ment (SNM.) said Thursday ‘that 
expatriates stranded in irdas of 
northern Somalia under rebel 
control were safe and it warned 
against any efforts by foreign 
troops to evacuate the expatri- 
ates. 

Saeed Yusuf, SNM spokesman 
in Addis Ababa, said his guerrilla 
movement would cooperate only 
with an evacuation organised by 
the United Nations. 

There are believed to be about 
160 expatriates — including un- 
specified numbes of Americans, 
Britons and Frenchmen — in 

S of northern Somalia that fell 
ebel hands earlier this week. 
There were reports Thursday 
that the United States and 
Britain intended to remove their 
nationals from Somalia. But none 
of the Africa- based diplomats for 
both countries contacted by the 
AP would verify those reports. 

“We reject and warn against 
any form of intervention against 
Ibis just war of liberation Y usuf 
tqW the AP in an interview.

The United States is Somalia's 
biggest ally and Britain was the 
former colonial ruler in northern 
Somalia. 

The SNM claimed that it 
captured the main northern town 
of Hargeisa at noon Tuesday af- 
ter a nine-hour battle. The fol- 
lowing day, the rebels said they 
took Berbera. Somalia’s main 
seaport and the site of a U.S. 
navy construction unit. 

The Somali government has 
denied the claims. 

The government issued a state- 
ment Wednesday night specifical- 
ly denying a report by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) 
that the two towns had fallen to 
the rebels. 

The government statement de- 
scribed the BBC report as “cheap 
and baseless propaganda aimed 
at confusing the public” and in- 
vited it to send an "impartial and 
truth -seeking reporter" to north- 
ern Somalia to observe the real 
situation there. 


N’DJAMENA (R) — Chadian 
President Hissene Habre has 
agreed to bold talks with Li- 
byan leader Muanunar Qadha- 
. fi to potch up relations strained 
by a 15-yiar broder conflict , » 
Chadian government statement 
said Thursday. 

The decision was taken 
Wednesday at a special joint 
meeting of cabinet ministers 
and party officials under the 
chairmanship of Habre to re- 
view last week's Organisation 
of African Unity (OAU) summit 
in Ethiopia. 

At the time of the OAU meet- 
ing, Qadhafi announced recog- 
nition of Habre’s government 
and invited him to the Libyan 
capital Tripoli 'for a national 
reconciliation meeting with 
Gonkonni Oueddei, Habre’s 
long-standing political foe now 
living in exile. 

The N'djameiia statement, 
read over the state radio by In- 
formation Minister Moussa 
A doom Seif, said Chad 
favoured a normalisation of ties 
with Libya and a meeting be- 
tween Habre and Qadhafi. 

It did not say where and 
when the meeting wonld take 


place and did not mention 
Gonkonni. 

Bat Habre has already ruled 
out meeting Chadian opponents 
outside Chad, accusing Qadha- 
fi of meddfing in his roun try’s 
politics. 

While in Addis Ababa, 
Habre said be would be willing 
'to meet Qadhafi only in the 
context of the OAU’s attempt to 
mediate in the border dispute 
between the two countries. 

Thursday’s statement did not 
specifically refer to the dispute 
over Aoozou, a 110,000 square- 
kilometre stretch of border 
territory claimed by both coun- 
tries. 

An OAU-brokered truce 
halted fighting between Chad 
and Libya last year in the de- 
sert strip occupied by Libya 
since 1973. 

The Chadian statement said 
the OAU summit represented 
“an important step in the 
search for a peaceful settlement 
to the Chad-Libya dispute.” 

The Addis Ababa meeting 
extended the manda te of a spe- 
cial OAU committee on the 
dispute, which is chaired by 
Gabon.

KHARTOUM (R) — Plans for a 
huge relief operation in famine- 
stricken south Sudan have been 
approved and the airlift will start 
in about three weeks, according 
to a senior aid worker. 

A provincial official told Reu- 
ters between 20 and 30 people 
were dying daily in one region 
alone and many more would per- 
ish unless food arrived soon. 

Chief Pio Tem, a commissioner 
in Bahr A! Ghazal province, said 
Thursday 210 people in Awiel. 
mainly women and children, 
starved to death in eight days last 
month. 

Unless food was rushed to the 
region before seasonal rains cut it 
off, there would be little hope for 
those still clinging to life, he said. 

Pio did not say how many were 
at risk of starvation in the Awiel 
region, which has an estimated 
total population of 1.5 million. 

About half a million have fled 
the district for the north since war 
broke out in the south in 1983 
between the government and the 
Sudan People's Liberation Army 
(SPLA). 

Pierre Pont, chief delegate of 
the International Committee of 
the Red Cross (ICRC), said 
Prime Minister Sadeq A1 Mahdi 
and SPLA leader John Garang 
had approved a relief operation 


in both government and rebel- 
held areas of south Sudan. 

Mahdi has said a quarter of a 
million southerners will be 
helped. A severe drought and the 
effect of the civil war on farming 
have worsened the famine. 

Pont told Reuters a survey 
team — a doctor, some nurses, an 
agriculturalist, a nutritionist and 
an enigneer — would arrive in 
Khartoum soon. 

He said the plane bringing 
them from Geneva had been de- 
layed for two days because the 
authorities did not grant a landing 
permit until Thursday. 

Pont said the team would leave 
for Wau Saturday and go on to 
Juba and Mafakal, all in govern- 
ment-held areas. It would report 
on existing food stocks, the 
health of The people, hygiene, 
water supplies and the condition 
of airports. 

Simultaneously another team 
would leave Kenya for the rebel- 
held areas of Pashala and Kongor 
in the Upper Nile region and 
Yirol in Bahr A1 Ghazal. 

“When the team has finished 
its work, we will then appeal to 
the international community for 
assistance and donations." he 
said. The airlift of food would 
start in about three weeks. 


Pont said food would be distri- 
buted exclusively by the ICRC. 
AH vehicles, bearing the Red. 
Cross emblem, would move un- 
escorted and carry only ICRC 
personnel. 

The SPLA has reportedly 
ambushed previous road and riv- 
er aid shipments because it said 
they were also carrying supplies 
to government troops. 


Pio said the last supply train to 
get through to Awiel was several 
months ago and that had been 
attacked by the SPLA. 

' He said it had brought . 160 
tonnes of rice and edible oil, but 
since then people had been rob- 
bed of almost all their belongings 
and food — either by govern- 
ment-supported militiamen or the 
SPLA. 


Adel Imam defies Muslim 
fundamentalists to stage play 


ASSIUT. Egypt (R) — Truck- 
loads of riot police ringed a 
theatre in Assiut as a leading 
Egyptian actor took to the stage 
in defiance of Muslim fun- 
damentalists who consider acting 
a sin. 

Adel Imam and his troupe 
staged a well-known comedy 
without incident Wednesday 
night. But witnesses reported 
tight security during the perform- 
ance — the first for five years in 
the dusty town, a fundamentalist 
stronghold 380 kilometres south 
of Cairo. 

They said actors drove to the 
theatre under heavy police escort 
and only ticket-holders were 
allowed to go near the govern- 
ment-owned theatre. 


Imam told reporters last week 
he was staging the play “to show 
them (the fundamentalists) I do 
not fear their threats." 

Egyptian actors, actresses and 
singers have been flooded with 
anonymous letters and telephone 
threats on their lives. 

Cairo and Alexandria have 
many theatres and cinemas, but 
live shows are few in remote 
towns like Assiut. where fun- 
damentalism is strong. 

Assiut officials said there had 
been no concerts or plays in the 
town for the last Five years to 
avoid clashes with Muslim hard- 
liners. 

They said tickets for Wednes- 
day night's show were sold on the 
black market. 
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Demand for dollar mounts

AMMAN — After exactly one month, the domestic 
exchange market witnessed a replay of the May 2 
sodden upsurge in the value of the dollar Thursday, 
as heavy demand pushed the American currency 
unit from the 365 fils mark the day before to 390 fils, 
bankers and market sources told the Jordan Times 
Friday.

U.S. unemployment rises 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. civilian unemployment rate 
rose to 5.6 per cent in May — 
only- its second increase in 20 
months — as 518.000 fewer 
Americans were at work than in 
the previous month, the govern- 
ment said Friday. 

The 0.2 percentage point in- 
crease from a 14-year- low jobless 
rate of 5.4 per cent was accompa- 
nied by an increase of 173,000 in 
the number of people listed by 
the U.S. Labour Department as 
officially unemployed. 

The department said the labour 
force, those either holding jobs or ’ 
actively looking for them, shrunk 
by 363,000 to 122.7 million: ■- 
The figures are based on a- 
monthly survey of America's 
households. The rate is seasonal- 
ly adjusted to discount for

Jordan rally: A real challenge 


Olympic dispute 


SEOUL (R) — Olympic Chief Juan Antonio Samaranch said 
Thursday he was prepared to visit Pyongyang in a last ditch attempt 
to persuade North Korea to compete in the Seoul Games 

Af an airport news conference which followed a four-day visit to 
Seoul, the International Olympic Committee (IOC) president set 
conditions for Pyongyang which virtually ruled out any chance of 
North Korean participation. 

The North has refused to send any athletes to Seoul because the 
IOC has refused its demand to be co-host. 

Samaranch's statement that he was willing to visit Pyongyang 
followed meetings with key South Korean opposition politicians and 
dissident leaders Thursday. 

During Samaranch's breakfast meeting with opposition leaders 
some 100 radical studenrs demonstrated outside his Seoul hotel 
demanding that the IOC should allow Pyongyang to share the 
Olympics. Almost 70 students were arrested when riot police broke 
up the demonstration. 

Last week, after violent protests in Seoul demanding a jointly- 
staged Olympics, the IOC reiterated its position that Pyongyang’s 
demand ran counter to the Olympic charter. 

Samaranch himself presided over four rounds of ralks between 
North and South Korea in 1986 and 1987 in a fruitless attempt to 
reach a compromise.

South judged his 
band as being too good for three 
hearts, which might sound as if it 
were only competitive. His jump to 
game ended the auction. 


West led his singleton dub. East 
won the king and declarer shrewdly 
dropped the ten. Since a diamond 
ruff seemed like a good idea. East 
cashed the ace of diamonds, then 
had to decide how to continue. 
Since he did not know who held the 
deuce. of_ dubs, East led the ace. 
West discarded a diamond, and de- 
clarer was in control. When the 
queen of trumps appeared on the 
second lead of the suit, declarer 
claimed the balance. 

Now we, too, were taught that 
you should never trump your part- 
ner's ace. However, West could be 
reasonably certain his partner held a 
singleton ace of diamonds, and he 
also knew he had no fast entry to his 
hand in a side suit. Yet the only way 
he could defeat the contract was by 
giving his partner a ruff. 

Even though West had tbe deep- 
est respect for bis mother and the 
advice she tendered, this was the 
time to ignore it. The simple and 
sure way to gain the lead was to 
trump his partner’s ace of dubs. 
That, and the diamond ruff at the 
next trick, would have garnered tbe 
four tricks necessary to defeat the 
game 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Participants in the Jordan 
International Rally June 15-17 will face numerous 
challenges while traversing a gruelling J.15U- 
kilometre route over asphalt, gravel, desert and 
forest tracks. 

Ali Bilbeisi, navigator of the Royal Jordanian 
Silk Cut team. pronounced (he Petra leg the most 
difficult, “because it's the longest and the rough- 
est.’* “plus you have to keep the car in good shape 
for the third day,” he a^ded. 

Drivers must first successfully manoeuvre the 
narrow winding mountain roads in and around 
Jerash. Competitors then face even tougher obsta- 
cles when the second leg takes them to Petra, 
where 16 special stages await. Hie lucky few who 
survive Petra’s sharp twists and turns can expect a 
hectic third day. when 11 of 12 stages in Katrana 
and the desfcrt near Oueen Alia International 
Airport mu« be completed before lunch. 

Bilbeisi described three or four stages of the last 
leg around Katrana as “quite rough.” The main 
hardship in the first leg comes from the night 
factor. Bilbeisi noted. He singled out ibbin as a 
particularly difficult stage, which must be run 
rwice. 

Jordanian drivers who participated in the Mar- 
riott Jerash Rally in March might be projected to 
have an edge over foreign competitors in the 
International. However, the night of the Jerash 
trolly, drivers were hindered by heavy rains, mud 
and dense fog. Despite the inclement weather 
conditions. His Royal Highness Prince Abdullah 
and co-driver Bilbeisi prevailed to win the event. 

“Driving at night is always difficult.” noted 
Bilbeisi. “And since it’s only the first leg. we must 
drive in such a way as to preserve the car's 
excellent condition.

Although no one would dispute that the rally's 
special stages are rough, they are probably less so 
than last year, Bilbeisi remarked. This is thanks to 
tbe Royal Automobile Gyb, the rally's organis- 
ers, who have had many stages graded to ease 
pressure on the cars. 

Bilbeisi said the Royal Jordanian Silk Cut 
Team's top foreign competitors will definitely be 
Said Al Hajri of Qatar and Mohammad Bin 


Sulayem of Dubai. “They are still the top two 
drivers in the Middle East,'* noted Bilbeisi. “We 
expect very tough competition from them and 
from Michel Saleh of Dubai. 

"We've never raced against a driver like David 
Llewellyn of Great Britain, but with his interna- 
tional experience and fame, his reputation pre- 
cedes him.*’ Bilbeisi remarked. Llewellyn, who 
recently spent a week in Jordan practicing the 
rally route, will be driving an Audi Quatro AZ. 
"He'll know the Terrain and know what he's 
doing." so he might be tough competition for us.” 
said Bilbeisi. 

At practice sessions for the recent Al Tal 
Rumman Hill Climb, a top West German rally 
driver unofficially clocked the three-kilometre 
distance only one second ahead of Prince Abdul- 
lah. “This gives us a measure of our competence 
compared to European drivers.” Bilbeisi ex- 
plained. “Stage by stage, our drivers can compete 
w'ith the best.” “Our advantage is being familiar 
with the terrain.” he added. 

On the local scene, Bilbeisi considers Silk Cut's 
chief competition Hani Bisharat, the 1987 Jordan 
National Champion. “He'll probably drive a 
Toyota Celica and it's a compatible car with our 
Open Manta 400S.” Bilbeisi remarked. “In last 
year's Jordan International, Bisharat finished 
third, behind Al Hajri and Bin Sulayem. George 
Khayyat in a Nissan 240RS is also a good steady 
driver in the International , as are IssaHalaby and 
Sherif Jamil Nasser,” added Bilbeisi. 

He said Silk Cut teammate Nabil Karam has 
more experience rallying than any other Jorda- 
nian driver. “He knows the terrain and is at his 
best in the desen. No doubt he will make a very 
strong showing in the International.'' Bilbeisi 
said. 

"The bottom line in international rallies is 
always bringing the car over the finish line,” 
Bilbeisi noted. “This takes cooperation of the 
driver, the co-driver, the mechanics and a great 
deal of luck. Whoever stays in the race by the end 
of the tough Petra phase is the key to predicting 
the winner of the Jordan International." 


Zvereva grabs limelight from 
Graf, reaches French Open final

San Diego Yacht Club rejects 
Fay’s new America’s Cup offer 


SAN DIEGO. California (R) — 
The San Diego Yacht Club 
Thursday described as “totally 
unacceptable” an offer by New 
Zealand's Michael Fay to post- 
pone the America's Cup defence 
until next year and dictate new 
guidelines for boat design. 

San Diego officials reacted in a 
press release to a proposal Fay 
made to New York supreme 
court judge Carmen Ciparick 
Wednesday. 

Fay offered to postpone his 
challenge from this September 
until May 1989 if San Diego 
agreed to abandon its plans to use 
a catamaran to defend the cup 
and built a mono-hull similar to 
his 123-foot (37.5-metre) sloop. 

Fay specified in his new proposal 
that the boats for the America's 
Cup should have a “minimum 
weight of 60,000 pounds and a 
maximum of 100.000 pounds dry 
and without crew.” 

He also proposed that the con- 
tenders should have keel boats 
and be sloop-rigged. 

Fay asked Ciparick last week to 
ban San Diego's much faster and 
smaller catamaran from the cup 
challenge series. 

He said the America.'s Cup 
would become tbe “America's 
joke" if the catamaran were 
allowed to defend the cup San 
Diego won from Australia last 
year. * 

Fay, in San Diego for sea trials 
with his boat, told Reuters Thurs- 


day before San Diego rejected his 
proposal that his offer had not 
been made to San Diego but to 
judge Ciparick. who had asked if 
Fay would give San Diego more 
time to build a mono-hulled boat 
if she outlawed the catamaran. 

”1 think it’s a question of what 
the court will do. The options are 
in front of the court and it is up to 
the judge," Fay said. 

He said his challenge, made 
through the Mercury Bay Boating 
Club, was aimed at giving all

I know 1 can beat 
Steffi," said Zvereva with convic- 
tion. "How? I have the correct 
tactical and mental approach. 
What are they? A secret." 

Zvereva, who has a devastating 
drop-shot and wonderfully dis- 
guised two-fisted backhand, is 
equally teasing at play, though 
she was well below her best in the 
semifinals when she struggled to 
overcome unseeded Australian 
Nicole Provis. 

“I had a little pain in my 
tummy and did not play as well as 
I can.” Zvereva continued with a 
frown. “But I was not nervous, I 
suffered from bad concentration 
and that will not happen on 
Saturday," she added brightly. “I 
hope to give Steffi a great 
match.” 

Asked to reveal how much she 
has earned from tennis — the 
Soviet Federation has collected 
5120,000 for her efforts to date — 
she replied with indignation: "I 
am not the cashier.”

COPENHAGEN (R) — Denish 
conservative leader Poul Schlue- 
ter formed a new three-party 
coalition government Friday 
which the opposition predicted 
would be one of the weakest ever 
'seen in the country. 

The centre-right minority gov- 
ernment, formed after more than 
three weeks of talks since ah 
inconclusive election May 10. is a 
coalition of the conservative and 
liberal parties with the small 
radical Liberal Party, a newcom- 
er to the administration. 

One of Schlueteris first tasks 
will be to tackle the issue of 
tightening a ban on nuclear 
weapons aboard visiting North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) ships, which sparked off 
tiie election. 

Opposition Social Democratic 
leader Svend Auken, who failed 
to form his own coalition with the 
radicals, told journalists: “It will 
be one of the weakest, govern- 
ments we have ever seen. This 
will be a government term 
marked by instability.” 

.The new administration, with 
only 67 'seats in the 179-seat 
parliament, replaces Schlueter’s 
four-party coalition which had 
ruled Denmark since 1982. 

Schlueter called the May elec- 
tion after parliament approved, an 
opposition Social Democratic re- 
solution to give visiting' ships a 
written reminder that they are 
not allowed to carry nuclear 
weapons into Danish ports. 

The prime minister said this 
threatened Denmark’s mem- 
bership of the NATO alliance,, 
because it ran counter to the 
policy of allies Britain and the 
United States not to divulge 
whether individual ships carried 
atomic arms.

Seoul proposes high-level 
discussions with the North 


SEOUL (AP) — South Korea 
Friday proposed new high-level 
political talks with North Korea, 
possibly in June, to discuss the 
Olympics and other pending 
issues between the two Koreas. 

South Korean Prime Munster 
Lee Hyun-Jae made the proposal 
in a letter addressed to his North 
Korean counterpart, Lee Gun 
Mo.

■ ‘ isl just possible that gene could be responsible for causing humans 
to develop AIDS,” said Havami. The research team has been 
. "working on the genetic make-up of the AIDS virus for two years 
j . 'and the June 2 edition of the international science journal Nature, 
.’published in London, carried a paper on their findings.

Indonesia dismisses trespassing charges 

TAN JUNG PINANG, Indonesia (R) — An Indonesian court 
Thursday dismissed charges against a group of foreign scuba divers 
who have been held for the past 10 weeks for trespassing in 
Indonesia's waters. Presiding Judge Munziri Syarkawisb rejected 
the prosecution charges and upheld objections by the defence 
counsel that they constituted a defamation of the accused.

The discoveries raised to 21 the 
number of bodies recovered from 
the temple since a siege by Sikh 
extremists ended May 18, the 
news agency said. 

The victims, who include four 
women, were believed to have 
been tortured and killed by Sikh 
militants holed up in the Temple 
in Amritsar, 420 kilometres 
.nortbwestt of New Delhi. 

Most of the bodies have been 
found in a dump next to the Akal 
Takht, or the seat of temporal 
power of the Sikh . .faith..

BRASILIA (AP) — Lawmakers 
rejected an attempt to call an 
early presidential elections and - 
allowed President Jose Sarney to 
complete a five-year term ending 
in 1990 even though polls indi- 
cated that voters want elections 
now. 

The congress, sitting as a con- 
stituent assembly to rewrite the 
constitution, Thursday voted 328 
in favour of a five-year term and 
222 in favour of four years. 

Leftist lawmakers- wanted the 
election in November this year, 
but the assembly decided the 
country's estimated 75 million 
eligible voters will go to the polls 
in November 1989. Brazilians 
have not voted for a president 
since 1960.

British author and specialist on 
intelligence services Chapman 
Pincher told journalists he 
thought Wright might now come 
under 'pressure to write a sequel 
to his book “Spycatcher.” Con- 
servative Member of Parliament

railed 75-year-old Wright, who is 
expected to make millions of dol- 
lars from his memoirs, “one of 
the great odious creeps of our 
time” and called for new legisla- 
tion stopping publication of spy 
memoirs.
